Mr. Kierans’ success in re- 
sisting the pressure will de- 
pend largely on his ability to 
sell Hughes on the idea of 
dishing out as much sub-con- 
iract work as possible to Cana- 
dian companies; and on _ his 
ability to convince Cabinet 
that longterm Canadian com- 
munications research is more 
important than grandstanding 
for. votes. 


- Both David Golden, presi- 
dent of Telesat, and Mr. Kier- 
ans claim that the first Cana- 
dian communications satellite 
will be unique. We'll be the 
first in the world ~with such a 


wommercial yénture, and com- 


munications — satellites which 
follow will be of a more so- 
phisticated type. 


"Hence there is only short- 
term value in having maximum 
work on the satellite done in 
Canada.

Mr. Kierans feels the extra 
money would be better spent 
on research in Canada to per- 
fect the next generation of sa- 
tellites — and on developing a 
Canadian East-West computer 
data system. 


There are several reasons 
for believing that Mr. Kierans 
has made the right choice and 
that the Cabinet will back him 
~~ some of them practical busi- 
ness. reasons; some of them 
involving political nuances. 


The Crown corporation, Tele- 
sat, has decided firmly that 
Hughes should build the satel- 
lite, If Telesat management's 
first major decision is reversed 
by Cabinet, a good portion of 
the board of directors -— in- 
cluding Mr. Golden — would 
likely resign. : 


Telesat, directors are sure 
their co ny would not be 
economically viable with the 
more expensive RCA proposal, 
and their financial «advisers 
have told them it would be 
impossible to raise funds if 
RCA géts the contract under 
terms of their latest offer. 


If the Telesat recommenda- 
tion is reversed by Cabinet, 
we'll likely see a resignation, 
too, from Mr. Kierans. That’s 
how deeply committed he is to 
following the advice of Tele- 
sat’s directors. 


And if Mr, Kierans leaves 
the Cabinet, he won't do so 
quictly, as did Paul Hellyer 
last year. 


He will talk and he will con- 
tinue to fight; for Mr. Kicrans 
is something of a Don Quixote. 

It boils down to a choice of 
Canada having a communica- 
tions satellite — built by 
Hughes primarily in the U.S, 
-— or not haying a communica- 
tions satellite at all, as I see it. 


Of course, there are-those in 


‘the Cabinet who disagree, or

In the book, Oil on the 
Sea, edited by Dr. David P. Holt of 
the Engineering Department of Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology. 

While the million tons estimate 
seems incredibly high, Dr. Blumer 
arrived at it by study of ships’ and 
ports’ records of average percentages 
of oil lost, correlating them with 
known amount of oil shipped each 
year, which is more than a billion 
tons. Dr. Blumer says, “A million 
tons is a conservative estimate. No 
one from the oil industry has ques- 
tioned it.”

Ludwig Heimrath is a 34- 
year-old native of Germany 
with one flaming desire in life: 
trace motors cars. 

This passion has cost him in 
excess of $100,000 over the 
Jast dozen years,- but still Lud- 
‘wig carries on. 

Borrowing a line from a cig- 
arette commercial, Heimrath 
races “because I like it.” 

Sitting in his Porsche serv- 
ice centre in Toronto, the

The Ontario Water Resources Com- 
mission will renew efforts to root 
out causes of underwater gowth | 
feared killing Moira Lake, cottage 
owners were told Saturday night, 

But the study in turn will likely, 
be under constant surveillance sre | 
from the cottagers themselves. 

Plans for a new study of the lake 

to outline, if possible, all sources; 
of nutrients feeding lake growths ~- 
were revealed by OWRC officials 
at the same meeting which formed 
the Moira Cottagers for Clean Wa- 
ter. ’ : 
The new organization will act as 
watchdog against pollution of the 
big showpiece lake in central Has- | 
tings County, with some areas re- 
ceiving specific attention. 

Primarily in focus will be a new 
lagoon sewage treatment facility 
planned for Madoc by the OWRC. 
One of the issues discussed by the 
meeting, the adequacy and effects of 
the unit, will be watched by the or- 
ganization. 

But the MCCW also intends to 
police cottage sewage systems around 
the lake, said Dr. Lloyd Shorten, a 
United Church clergyman who is the 
organization's first president. 

Now pastor of Runnymede United 
Church in Toronto, Rev. Shorten 
helped establish Camp Quin-Mo-Lac 
on the lake in the late 1940s, when 
he was a pastor at Foxboro. 

“IT think we have to do a job*our- 
selves around the lake and make sure | 
our sewage systems are doing the 
job that’s required”, he said. | 

| 


“Tf we're wanting to look after its 
situation we should be sure we're not | 
contributing to polluting the lake as | 
well. It’s the united voice of the cot- 
tagers we want to make sure 
everything possible is being done to 
make. a cleaner lake’. 

First steps toward setting a nu- 
trient budget measuring total 
nutrients in the lake now are be- 
ing undertaken, Glen Owen, OWRC 
biology official told the meeting. 

Sampling stations will be set up 
to determine sources of plant-nourish- 
ing nutrients including natural j 
watershed runoff, lakeside cottages 
and the Village of Madoc.

Heading into August, the 
Cincinnati Reds were running 
away with the Western Divi- 
sion, 10 full games ahead of 
Los Angeles. 

Is Sparky Anderson beinz 
considered for the title of man- 
ager of the year? 


Listen to what one Redleg 
told the press: “Managing our 
team is like being chairman of 
the board of General Motors, It 
runs itself.’ Of course, if 
things go wrong the same 
player will be blaming the 
same manager for losing. 


That’s the. price a manager 
pays and Sparky Anderson 
seems to pay more than his 
share. Let’s hope the Cincin- 
nati management, unlike the 
Toronto owners, recognize his 
abilities.
